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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 - 12 and1 5 -21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner found the Applicant's arguments filed on February 
3, 2005 persuasive, therefore, the references of the Prior Art of 
record fail to teach, or suggest any obvious combination of the 
limitations discussed in the previous Office Action mailed on 
November 3, 2004, and further comprising the limitations of (With 
respect to claim 1) a planar diaphragm loudspeaker for use in a 
suspended ceiling grid defining rectangular openings, comprising 
a rectangular planar diaphragm formed of polymer material, the 
diaphragm sized to fit an opening of the ceiling grid, the 
diaphragm having a unitary construction to include a front surface 
and a rear surface, the front surface of the diaphragm defining a 
three-dimensional, textured pattern across the entirety of the front 
surface; nor (With respect to claim 15) a method of 
manufacturing a planar diaphragm loudspeaker for use in a 
suspended ceiling grid defining rectangular openings, the method 
comprising subjecting the diaphragm to a secondary operation to 
define a three-dimensional, textured pattern across the front 
surface of the diaphragm such that the front surface of the 
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diaphragm contributes to the three-dimensional textured pattern. 
With respect to claim 6, the examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance was discussed in the previous Office Action mailed on 
November 3, 2004.
